SANITARY. 


Among the discoveries of modern in- 


y»stigator», none are of greater import- 
ance to men than what we hava learned 
iu regard to the causes of certain dis- 
eases. When children die in crowded 
tenement houses to which bad milk has 
b»»n distributed, w« no longer say that 
it ia a sad providence, but dirt and foul 
air and bad milk; when diphtheria, 
scarlatina and typhoid fever sweeps off 
young and old, the intelligent physician 
•knows that there is bad drainage, water 
contaminated with sewerage, or perhaps 
vegetables rotting in a cellar under the 
house. These diseases are all capable 
of being transferr«d from one person to 
another through minutt organisms that 
are thrown off from the body of the 
sick, or pass away in the excretions. 
But it is highly probable that these or- 
ganisms are developed in all forms of 
decomposing matter under suitable con- 
ditions, hence to have an outbreak of 
diphtheria, or any 
of the 
distasts I 


named above, it is not necessary that a 
case of any of the diseases be imported 
for a starter. When once these httlo 
organisms are developed by any mass 
of filth and arc taken into the human 
body they immediately begin to multi- 
ply with a rupidity that is astonishing, 
and soon the blood and every tissue is 
poisoned. 
The fever that is lighted up 


is only an evidence of what mischief is 
being done in the whole body. 
Diffei- 


eut organs are attacked with different 
degrees of severity, and take OB forms 
of action pecnliar to their structure. 
Thus in diphtheria and scarlatina the 
throat suffers most, while in typhoid 
fever it is Bruners glands in the small 
intestine. The point we wish to teach 
in regard to all these diseases so jvstly 
dreaded by every community, is that 
they are the result of the introduction 
into the body of a specific organism that 
is a poison, find that these organisms 
are sprouted and grown in every form of 
decomposing matter. 
The grandest 


fields for their growth are «ass pools, 
sink drains or ponds, and sewers that 
are not kept clean and well ventilated. 
Look around your premises and see if 
you are not raising a crop of disease 
with which to slay your own or your 
neighbors' children. If you sow dis- 
ease ought you to complain if you reap 
with death? 
In our next we will try to 


show how the organisms are introduced 
into the bodv.

We presume the rapid 
breathing acts very much like the inha- 
lation of laughing gas; that it oxidizes 
the blood more highly and makes the 
heart beat faster, as shown by the color 
in the face, and this exhilaration pro- 
duces insensibility to paiu. A man 
slightly wounded in battle often does 
not know it at the time—partly, per- 
haps, because of mental preoccupation, 
but mainly, we suppose, because he is 
toned up by the excitement of the con- 
flict.

The Mines of Michigan. 


A comparatively small, narrow part of 


the State of Michigan, skirting its 
whole extent on the north by Lake 
Superior, and on the south, in large 
part, by Lakes Michigan 'and Huron, 
and known as the Upper Peninsula, 
in little more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, has contributed to the realized 
mineral wealth of the country nearly 
$300,000,000 in ingot copper, pig iron 
and iron ores, Of this immense pro- 
duct, the iron mines have furnished 
nearly $130,000,000. 
Last year, the 


copper produced was in value about 
$10,000,000 and the iron about $18,- 
000,000, making a total o'f $28,000,000, 
while the promise for 1882, both for 
copper and iron, is that the product 
will be greater.—Mining Record.
